Wake up, ‘‘Webmaster: Reinier Clemente Lopez’ *, if not also 
outdated. 


It does show after 22 UT, ‘Revista Nuestra América’, which quite some 
time ago replaced the broader more generic ‘Revista Informativa de la 
Tarde’. *‘Our America’* --- is Cuba laying claim to the entire 
continent, infecting The Revolution everywhere, i.e. excluding the US 
of America? Or is this magazine restricted to info concerning the W 
Hemisphere only? If not, why call it that? Something's always wrong at 
RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6100, Nov 18 at 0704, RHC English is S9+30 but just barely 
modulated, in fact suptorted; also 6000 but undermodulated. Not on 
6145 or 6060 or 5040 which might have provided usable audio. Still 
waiting for B-20 changes to kick in.

Back on at 1623 
blasting WLC Brit-accented know-it-all gospel huxter now that it’s 
supposedly 500 kW at 57 degrees, 16-18 UT (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

Under the Arch’, featuring guest thorganist Jesse Crawford. Note 
shifted but highly variable time; unfortunately it’s now amid the 
“Encore’ classical music hour on WRMI 5850, its best airing toward 
here to which I am primarily listening. I could/should? have recorded 
TOUTA off WTWW-2 $tereo webcast for later, altho you never know 
whether it will turn out to be a rerun (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 3215, Nov 16 at 0020, gospel huxter, so WWRB has belatedly 
made its B-season QSY from 5050 for weekend-only emissions. By 0316 
recheck has flipped to 3185, S9+20 more of same, not TOMBS. Probably 
from 0200 when WWCR-1 has dibs on 3215. It was not clear whether WWRB 
would use 3185 or 3195 this season, both registered. 3185 was once

I am making a point of surveying these now, altho an hour earlier 
would be even better, since recently some signals from **China’* have 
been reported as far as Michigan on 1521 and 1098. With Sa’udi off 
1521 after 2230v, any carrier there attracts attention. 1521 at 00-02 
UT is CRI via Urumqi, East Turkistan, land of cultural genocide and 
ChiCom brainwashing of Uyghurs; in Russian with 500 kW, per EiBi, 
first hour to Siberia, second to Central Asia, so presumably with a 
beam change around 0100 more favorable to us. There is nothing else in 
Eurasia on 1521 over 10 kW. 1098 could be CNR-11 domestic service in 
Tibetan, 1000 kW from Golmud altho there are several lesser 
possibilities. * = strongest signals during this check; (2) = at least 
two carriers beating. 566.4 could be a local birdie; no such variants 
known. O£ course I am unlikely to get any identifiable language audio, 
but I keep doing this to confirm that at least remnants of all these 
stations do penetrate so deep into North America (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 10925-USB, Nov 17 at 1352, 2-way in unID language, 
possibly Indonesian (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 12302-USB, Nov 17 at 1345, 2-way in Spanish as I am not 
finding any CNR1 jammers around here (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Nov 13 at 1549, several phone hams on USB in the 18 MHz 
band, so I check 21 MHz whether it could be open? 21022 has a strong 
CW calling CQ way too fast, and some other digital sounds below 21100, 
but not a trace of any USB hams up to 21450 --- yet the band is open 
from somewhere; not paying attention? Are there any constant beacons 
on 14m like 10m? On 13m, 21525 WRMI is as usual a JBA carrier at best 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
